First Ward ; thence along the line of the First Ward to the point of beginning at 
the intersection of the centre lines of West Broadway and Callender avenue. 


The THIRD WARD shall comprise that portion of the city, bounded north- 
erly on the First and Second Wards, and southerly on a line commencing at the

The FIFTH WARD shall comprise all the remainder of the southern portion 
of the city lying south and west of the Fourth Ward aforesaid.
